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HON WOULD AID JAP 


MO SAYS CONQUERED RUSSIAN 
ADMIRAL. 


Rojecrtvensky Referring' to Battle of 
the Sea of Japan Declares If He 
Had Won British Would Have 
Annihilated Him. 


St. Petersburg.—The remarkable al­ 
legation that the British fleet was held 
in readiness to destroy the Russian 
fleet if the battle of the Sea of Japan 
* had gone in the Russians’ favor 
Is 
-made by Admiral Rojestvensky in a 
letter published in the Novoe Vremya 
with the permission of the minister of 
marine. 
Reterring to the absolute secrecy of 
Admiral logo in regard to the dispo­ 
sition of his forces, Rojestvensky de­ 
clares that “this was unknown even to 
the admiral of the British fleet allied 
with the Japanese who concentrated 
his forces at Weihaiwei in expecta­ 
tion of receiving an order to annihilate 
the Russian fleet if this, the final ob­ 
ject of Great Britain, was beyond the 
power of the Japanese.” 
* The charge that the British admiral 
concentrated his ships at Weihaiwei, 
expecting to receive an order to de­ 
stroy the Russians in the event of Ad­ 
miral Togo proving unequal to the 
task, has aroused a considerable sen­ 
sation in diplomatic circles, all the 
more so as Admiral 
Rojestvensky’s 
letter was published with the permis­ 
sion of the minister of marine, and 
no doubt is entertained that it will 
be made the subject of diplomatic rep­ 
resentations to Great Britain. 
From Admiral Rojestvensky’s article 
the reader is almost convinced that 
the Russian 
commander 
outmaneu­ 
vered Admiral Togo at every point, 
and was himself the real victor. 
He 
declares be knew Admiral Togo’s ex* 
act whereabouts two days before the 
battle, made his disposition accord­ 
ingly, and entered the fight with his 
eyes open.

It comes of humble par­ 
entage and is brother to the lump of 
coal. 
Unlike easily crystalllzable bodies,

vents, but molten metals will cornbin# 
with IL Let the diamond maker choose 
iron for a solvent for charcoal, melt­ 
ing it in an electric furnace, allowing 
It to take up as much carbon as it can 
—in other words, saturate itself with 
carbon. 
The crucible containing the 
white hot metal should then be plunged 
into a bath of molten lead. The result 
will be that globules of iron will rise 
to the surface of the lead and are 
quickly cooled on the outer surface.

lions, and many complaints have been

John Goff, the hunter who acted as 
the president’s guide on his hunting 
trip of a year ago, even with his skill, 
has not been able to exterminate the 
lions, and cattlemen and sheep raisers 
are hoping that the president 
will 
make another trip to that section and 
that he will bring with him all 
his 
friends capable of handling a rifle. 
Practically similar conditions exist 
in the Gila reservation in New Mexi­ 
co. 
Stockmen complain that because of 
the establishment of these reserves 
where wolves

as seriously to threaten their business.

Inscription on Beech Tree in Indiana 
Made Nearly Sixty Years

ly monarch, in the bark of which is 
imbedded the inscription, 
"James K. 
Polk, 1848.”

Heavy Penalty Imposed for Expor­ 
tation ot Articles of This Class 
Under Any Misrepre­ 
sentation. 


Washington.—The following report 
from Consul Caughy, of Messina, re­ 
garding regulations of the Italian cus­ 
tom house has special interest to tour­ 
ists in that country: 
“According to the regulations now in 
force, all goods coming from Taormina, 
in Sicily, for shipment as freight to any 
foreign port, upon the arrival at the 
Italian custom house In Messina must 
be sent at the shipper’s expense to the 
museum either at Palermo or Syracuse 
for examination by experts, to discover 
if the cases contain any antiques. The 
declaration that they do not contain 
such articles bears no weight whatso­ 
ever. 
If an antique is found which 
comes under the law which forbids its 
exportation it is seized. 
If It is of a 
class that can be exported, by payment 
of an export duty, it is released when 
that requirement is complied with. If, 
however, this article be found in a pack­ 
age which was entered for exportation 
upon a declaration stating that nothing 
antique was contained therein, the ship­ 
per is subject to a fine which may be as 
much as $154. 
"I* have now on my hands a case In 
point, that of an American artist who 
had lived at Taormina, who, upon his 
departure, packed all his belongings 
and sent them to Messina for shipment 
to New York. He declared the contents 
as household effects. When examined 
there were found numerous antiques of 
Italian origin, but of little value, and 
which were not all purchased in Italy. 
The authorities decided that they could 
be exported upon payment of the duty, 
but that he must pay the fine for false 
declaration. 
‘“For this reason It would be well lf 
Americans contemplating visiting Taor­ 
mina be warned of the existing condi­ 
tions. The antiquarian who sells a piece 
of old furniture will naturally not find 
it to his interest to inform his customer 
of the regulation; therefore I would 
suggest that the only safe method for the 
purchaser to pursue would be to stip­ 
ulate that payment is only to be made 
when the bills of lading of the steamer 
upon which his goods are embarked are 
placed in his hands. Last season this 
office received numerous complaints 
from purchasers who, only too late, dis­ 
covered that even after they had paid 
for their goods they could not export 
them. 
"The conditions at present are such 
that a person not conversant with the 
law may purchase a "genuine antique 
from a dealer, only to discover that the 
exportation of his purchase Is actually 
prohibited and his only recourse is to 
make a legal claim against the seller, 
which Is a most expensive proceeding.’* 


ARTILLERY IS INADEQUATE. 


Secretary of War Taft Says Only 29 
Per Cent of Coast Defenses 
Are Effective. 


Washington.—Some surprising facts 
regarding the Inadequacy of the coast 
artillery force were broughta out 
in 
the recent examination of S^fcretary 
Taft by the senate committee on mili­ 
tary affairs. 
The secretary presented 
data showing that the present author­ 
ized force of coast artillery is suf­ 
ficient to provide one relief for only 
34 per cent, of the guns, mines, range 
finders, etc., now actually Installed or 
authorized for the coast defenses of 
the United States. 
This is exclusive of reserves, sup­ 
ports, etc., and is based 
upon 
the 
actual number of officers and men re­ 
quired if the entire force of coast ar­ 
tillery could be mustered in line and 
each man marched to his position. 
It was also shown that there is am 
average shortage of more than 30 per 
cent, in the coast artillery companies, 
and that less than 25 per cent, of the 
defenses can be actually manned by 
troops now in service. 
In case of a 
sudden outbreak of war 75 per cent. 
of the coast defenses would have to re­ 
main idle until such time as volun­ 
teers or raw recruits would be trained 
to handle the high power guns, mines 
and position finding system. 
To obviate these conditions. Repre­ 
sentative Hull, of Iowa, has presented 
a bill in congress which carries 
in­ 
creased pay for certain grades In the 
coast artillery that require technical 
skill. 


SINGULAR NEW DISEASE. 


NO FUNERALS ON SUNDAY. 


Cemetery in Muncie, Ind., Will Bar 
Burials on Holy Days and 
Holidays. 


Man Afflicted with "Soul Blindness’* 
Cannot Read or Recognize 
Pictures. 


Berlin.—The latest thing In the line 
of diseases is soul blindness, the name 
having been devised by Prof. Schuster, 
of Berlin. 
It appears that the profes­ 
sor lately had a patient under his care 
suffering from a lack of mental asso­ 
ciation. 
The man was educated and spoke 
coherently, but could not read; the 
printed characters conveyed no mean­ 
ing to his mind. His senses all appear­ 
ed normal, and there was no Indica­ 
tion of physical disease. 
He could recognize and name all the 
objects around him; but printed words. 
or sketches of the simplest objects, he 
was utterly unable to name; in fact, 
to quote the words of the professor, 
"He could not tell a boat from a tree 
or a house.” 
The taeory advanced by Prof. Schu­ 
ster to account for this peculiar condi­ 
tion is, that the connection between 
the eyes and that particular portion of 
the brain concerned in the association 
of ideas has been severed in some man­ 
ner, and until that connection is re­ 
stored, the condition 
will 
continue. 
From what he has seen of the pa­ 
tient, he considers it extremely doubt­ 
ful whether this Important junction 
will ever be effected. 


Muncie, Ind.—Heeding 
a 
popular 
cry against Sunday funerals, the trus­ 
tees of Beach Grove cemetery, in Mun­ 
cie, have issued an order forbidding 
any burial in that cemetery on any 
Sunday, on January I, May 30 or 
December 25, of any year except In 
cases of great necessity or contagious 
diseases. 
This order is not to 
take 
effect, however, until the first 
day 
of next year. 
After that time, there­ 
fore, If there be Sunday funerals in 
Muncie, the burials must be made in 
some country cemetery or in some 
other town. 
The cemetery trustees give the fol­ 
lowing as their reasons for this ac­ 
tion: 
The Sunday funeral disturbs 
the quiet of the Lord’s day, as it is 
frequently attended b y .bands of mu­ 
sic and by hundreds of curiosity seek­ 
ers, and is "often accompanied by an 
evident desire for display on the part 
of the supposed or real mourners;” 
if funeral services are held 
in 
a 
church, they frequently 
disturb 
the 
regular service of that church; ceme­ 
teries are most often visited on Sun­ 
days and a funeral serves to excite 
morbid curiosity and causes visitors 
in the burying ground 
to 
trample 
upon graves and to "disregard the de­ 
corum that should attend such occa­ 
sions;” the Sunday funeral is in viola­ 
tion of the decalogue which 
says: 
“Remember the Sabbath day to keep 
It holy,” because it necessitates work 
on the part of the cemetery employes. 
Muncie ministers are heartily in fa­ 
vor of the plan and it is believed the 
public will be, also.

Metier published in the Novoe Vremya 
with the permission of the minister of 
marine. 


Referring to the absolute secrecy of 


Admiral Togo In regard to the dispo- 
sition of his forces, Rojestvensky de- 
clares that "this was unknown even to 
the admiral of the British fleet allied 
with the Japanese who concentrated 
his forces at Weihaiwei in expecta- 
tion of receiving an order to annihilate 
the Russian fleet if this, the final ob- 
ject of Great Britain, was beyond the 
power of the Japanese." 
• The charge that the British admiral 
concentrated his ships at Weihaiwei, 
expecting to receive an order to de- 
stroy tae Russians in the event of Ad- 
miral Togo proving unequal to the 
task, has aroused a considerable sen- 
sation in diplomatic circles, all the 
'-more so as Admiral Rojestvensky's 
letter was published with the permis- 
sion of the minister of marine, and 
no doubt is entertained that it will 
*>• made the subject of diplomatic rep- 
resentations to Great Britain. 


Prom Admiral Rojestvensky's article

It Aayone Wants to 


Here Is the Way to Oo 


About It.

diamonds—real 
diamonds 


The process is somewhat difficult, re- 
quiring time, patience and some out 
toy of money, but then consider the 
possible results! 
The diamond, 


know, says the New York Herald, Is 
simply carbon in a tranoparent crys- 
«rflne form. It comes of humble par 
entage and is brother to the lump of 
coaL 


Unlike easily crystalllzable bodies 


•arbon ia Insoluble in all ordinary sol 
vents, but molten metals will combin* 
with it Let the diamond maker choost 
iron for a solvent for charcoal, melt 
Ing it in an electrici furnace, allowing 
It to take up as much carbon as it can 
—in other words, saturate itself with 
carbon. 
The crucible containing the 


white hot metal should then be plunged 
Into a bath of molten lead. The result 
will be that globules of iron will rise 
to the surface of- the lead and are 
quickly cooled on the outer surface 
Inside the hard crust the iron re- 
mains for some time in a molten con- 
dition, and. as iron expands in solidi- 
fying, the contents of these little glo- 
bules receive a pressure unattainable 
by any other means. When the lead 
becomes solidified some bullets of iron 
will be found bound up in the masa 
Dissolve with some powerful acid first 
the lead and then the iron, and a resi 
due of carbonaceous matter will be 
found to contain tiny crystals—real 
diamonds. Any chemist with a well 
equipped laboratory can make dia- 
monds in this way, but the largest of 
them will not be more than a fiftieth 
of an inch in diameter.

VIOLATIONS OS- ACT IN OKLA- 


HO1CA ABB ffEWEB. 


.Great Improvement In Territory in 


Enforcement of the Law— 


, 
Move Against Fever „

Outbrle, Okla.—That the live stock 


Quarantine laws of Oklahoma and the 
federal government are being respect 
•d In this territory is shown by the 
fact that there were fewer violations 
during the last year than at any time 
since the establishment of a live stock 
commission here, eight years ago. In 
13 cases the defendants 
paid 
fines 


amounting to $2,000, and several cases 
are still pending. While in Coman- 
che country some trouble has recently 
been experienced, the firm attitude 
taken by the territorial authorities has 
convinced the cattlemen there 
that 


the law must be obeyed. These facts 
are shown in the annual report. Just 
completed by Thomas Morris, secre- 
tary of the Oklahoma live stock sani- 
tary commission. 


He reports great Improvement In 


the territory both in the stamping out 
of infection and 
In the sentiment of 


the people generally and their willing- 
ness to assist in the enforcement of 
the law. 
Speaking of the reluctance 


of the people in some localities to fur- 
nish Information regarding violations 
of quarantine laws, Mr. Morris in his 
report says: 


"If a man steals a $15 pony, the 


whole community will follow him to 
Arkansas and then want to hang him 
If he is caught. 
But a man will 


drive a bunch of ticky cattle across a 
quarantine line, spread the 
fever 


through a whole township and de- 
stroy several thousand dollars' worth 
of cattle, yet no one will give informa- 
tion to an inspector or other officer 
of the law because they do not want 
to interfere with anybody's business 
or incur the ill will of a neighbor.' 


Mr. Morris suggests that as a rem- 


edy for this condition of affairs a plan 
should be started for educating the 
rattle owners, both as to the nature 
of the fever 
tick and the absolute 


necessity tor its 
prevention where 


possible. 
He suggests that the mat- 


ter be taken up at farmers' institutes, 
and also by the Farmers' Cooperative 
union, which Is very strong in many 
sectlpns of this territory. 
~ 


Pt$na are being made by the com- 


mission for an organized effort this 
yeai^in cooperation with the federal 
authorities to stamp out the 
fever 


tick in Oklahoma. The plan will in- 
clude* a farm-to-farm canvass by town- 
ships in the infected area. 
One In- 


spector with a good horse can can- 
vass a township in a week or ten 
days. 
In this way it will be possible 


to quarantine all infected herds. 
• Secretary Morris states that great 
benefit has been derived from the ac- 
tion of the last legislature in provid- 
ing for the employment of several ter- 
ritorial inspectors. He deprecates the 
fact, however, that the $10,000 appro- 
priation only enables them to work 
about nine months in the year, when 
they could be busy the year around 
An appropriation of $12,000 
would 


have been sufficient to provide for this, 
he says. 


The examination of cattle in Roger 


Mills and Washlta counties was the 
first work taken up last year. 
As a 


result of the work of the previous year 
it was found that the board could 
safely recommend the removal of re- 
strictions which required the inspec- 
tion of cattle from that district. 
The 


bureau of animal Industry accepted 
the recommendation and Issued regu- 
lations permitting the free movement 
of cattle from those counties.

a range Inspection of Caddo county 
north of the Rock Island 
railroad 


and Kiowa county north of the line 
between townships four and five It 
was recommended that this territory 
be placed in the restricted district, 
which was also accepted 
by

bureau.

Bock So Bleb, in Or* That It Is

Manhattan, Nov.—Gold bearing rock 


ao rich that It is guarded day and nigh 
by two sentries and is mined under the 
watchful eye of the owners, has been 
opened up at the 86-foot level in the 
main working shaft of the Jumping 
Jack claim. 


Six Inches of this marvelous find Is so 


rich that no assay has been made, as i 
is more than half gold. From eight 
o'clock at night, when a row of shots 
revealed the richest of the many sensa- 
tional discoveries of the new camp, un- 
til ten o'clock the next morning $10,000 
worth of ore was sacked. 


When the miners below hoisted sam- 


ples of a six inch vein which was un- 
covered as it dipped into the shaft, the 
superintendent immediately ordered the 
men to the surface and suspended oper- 
ations until the superintendent of the 
Jumping Jack could be notified. Upon 
his arrival two trusted men were put to 
work sloping out the ore and two others 
guarding the entrance to the workings 


The news fairly electrified the camp, 


despite the fact that sensational finds 
are becoming everyday occurrences. 
Several samples were exhibited by offi- 
cers of the company, who were besieged 
by a crowd which gathered soon after tha 
news of the strike became public prop- 
erty. These samples for size and rich- 
ness surpass anything that the ground 
at Manhattan has yielded up to date, 
and will rank among the largest speci- 
mens of gold ever mined in this coun- 
try. One specimen weighing 23 ounces, 
six Inches long, representing the width 
of the vein, Is almost solid gold. The 
many seasoned miners and mining ex- 
perts who examined this specimen to- 
day unite in saying that it is the hand- 
somest and consequently the richest 
deposit from the mother lode they have 
ever seen. It is streaked with a fine 
grained marble-like quartz, which hugs 
close to the crevices of its irregular out- 
lines.

is progressing upward at 
alarming 


speed, and has risen from 29.04 in 
1901 to 37.21 in 1905. The following 
figures speak for themselves:

. Some time ago the army council de 
cided that recruits who were only 
ineligible for enlistment owing to de- 
fective teeth might be accepted if they 
paid $15 to be supplied with artiflcia 
teeth and undertook to keep them in 
order at their own expense.

is no doubt that it compares favor- 
ably with that of the unskilled labor- 
er in civil life.

South Africa has determined the war 
department to increase the Instruc- 
tional gymnastic staff of the army in 
order to keep the system of physical 
training at its present high level. 


One officer and four sergeant majors 


are to be sent to South Africa at an 
early date to cafry on the work of 
gymnastic instruction there, and fur- 
ther instructors will be appointed 
schools and districts at home.

with the fuel necessary to prolong 
life and promote health. 


"Beef, graham bread and potatoes 


furnish a diet good for {he million 
aire and the pauper. This Is a com 
paratively cheap and 
well-balancec 


ration, containing all the elements of 
nutrition necessary to sustain life. 


"This diet does not recommend Itself 


because of its cheapness, but because 
it is wholesome. It is especially good 
for persons who, by reason of having 
eaten too great a variety of foods anc 
drunk too much wine, fcave worn out 
their digestive apparatus.

CARVED THE NAME OF POLK 
Inscription on Beech Tree in Indiana 


Made Nearly Sixty Years 


Ago. 


Franklin, Ind.—On the farm ' of 


Martin Sellers, near this city, stands a 
small beech grove, in which is a state- 
y monarch, in the bark of which is 
mbedded the inscription, "James K. 
Polk, 1848." The Inscription is still 
plainly legible, and bears the 
ear- 


marks of enthusiasm on the part of 
some young and embryonic states- 
man, nearly 60 years ago. The pres- 
ent state of the letters is indicative

the person 
carved 
entirely 


hrough the bark, as the edges of 
each one show that they were cut too 
deep to be overgrown.

would imply that the person carving 
.he letters was desirous of seeing 
Polk renominated in the fall of 1848, 
>ut if this surmise be correct, he was 
disappointed. The inscription prob- 
ably is of 58 years' standing.

SHIPMENT 0V ANTIQUES 7BOM 


ITALY AGAINST, THE LAW. 


Heavy Penalty Imposed for Expor- 


tation of Articles of This Class 


Under Any Misrepre- 


' _ 
Mutation. 


Washington.—The following report 


from Consul Caughy, of Messina, re- 
garding regulations of the Italian cus- 
tom house has special interest to tour- 
ists in that country: 
•> 


"According to the regulations now in 


force, all goods coming from Taormlna, 
in Sicily, for shipment as freight to any 
foreign port, upon the arrival at the 
Italian custom house in Messina must 
be sent at the shipper's expense to the 
museum either at Palermo or Syracuse 
for examination by experts, to discover 
if the cases contain any antiques. The 
declaration that they do not contain 
such articles bears no weight whatso- 
ever. If an antique is found which 
comes under the law which forbids its 
exportation it is seized. If it is of a 
class that can be exported, by payment 
of an export duty, it is released when 
that requirement is complied with. If, 
however, this article be found in a pack- 
age which was entered for exportation 
upon a declaration stating that nothing 
antique was contained therein, the ship- 
per is subject to a fine which may be as 
much as $164. 


"I* have now on my hands a case in 


point, that of an American artist who 
had lived at Taormlna, who, upon hla 
departure, packed all his belongings 
and sent them to Messina for shipment 
to New York. He declared the contents 
as household effects. When examined 
there were found numerous antiques of 
Italian origin, but of little value, and 
which were not all purchased in Italy. 
The authorities decided that they could 
be exported upon payment of the duty, 
but that he must pay the fine for false 
declaration. 
'"For this reason it would be well If 


Americans contemplating visiting Taor- 
mlna be Warned of the existing condi- 
tions. The antiquarian who sells a piece 
of old furniture will naturally not find 
it to his interest to Inform his customer 
of the regulation; therefore I would 
suggest that the only safe method for the 
purchaser to pursue would be to stip- 
ulate that payment is only to be made 
when the bills of lading of the steamer 
upon which his goods are embarked are 
placed in his hands. Last season this 
office received numerous complaints 
from purchasers who, only too late, dls- 
lovered that even after they had paid 
'or their goods they could not export 
them. 


"The conditions at present are such 


that a person not conversant with the 
aw may purchase a 'genuine antique 
from a dealer, only to discover that the 
exportation of his purchase is actually 
prohibited and his only recourse is to 
make a legal claim against the seller, 
which Is a most expensive proceeding." 


ARTILLERY 18 INADEQUATE. 
Secretary of War Taft Says Only 80 


Per Cent of Coast Defenses 
' ' 


Arc Effective. 


Washington.—Some surprising fact* 


regarding the inadequacy of the coast 
artillery force were brought s out 
ini 


the recent examination of Secretary 
Taft by the senate committee on mili- 
tary affairs. The secretary presented 
data showing that the present author- 
ized force of coast artillery Is suf- 
ficient to provide one relief for only 
34 per cent of the tuns, mines, range 
finders, etc., now actually Installed or 
authorized for the coast defenses of 
the United States. , 


This is exclusive of reserves, sup- 


ports, etc., and is based upon the 
actual number of officers and men re- 
quired if the entire force of coast ar-' 
tillery could be mustered in line and 
each man marched to his position. 


It was also shown that there is an. 


average shortage of more than 30 par 
cent, in the coast artillery companies, 
and that less than 25 per cent, of tha 
defenses can be actually manned by 
troops now in service. In case of a 
sudden outbreak of war 75 per cent, 
of the coast defenses would have to re- 
main idle until such time as volun- 
teers or raw recruits would be trained 
to handle the high power guns, mines 
and position finding system. 


To obviate these conditions, Repre- 


sentative Hull, of Iowa, has presented 
a bill in congress which carriea 
in- 


creased pay for certain grades In tha 
coast artillery that require technical 
skill. 


NO FUNERALS ON SUNDAY. 


Cemetery in Muncle, Ind., Will Bar 


Burials on Holy Days and 


Holidays. 


Muncie, Ind.—Heeding a popular 


;ry against Sunday funerals, the trus- 
ses of Beach Orove cemetery, in Mun- 
cle, have Issued an order forbidding 
any burial in that cemetery on any 
Sunday, on January 1, May 30 or 
December 25, of any year except in 
cases of great necessity or contagious 
diseases. This order is not to take 
effect, however, until the first day 
of next year. After that time, there 
fore, if there be Sunday funerals in 
Muncle, the burials must be made in 
some country cemetery or in some 
other town. 


The cemetery trustees give tire fol- 


owing as their reasons for this ac 
ion: 
The Sunday funeral disturbs 


he quiet of the Lord's day, as it is 
requently attended by.bands of mu- 
sic and by hundreds of curiosity seek 
rs, and is "often accompanied by an 
evident desire for display on the part 
of the supposed or real mourners;" 
f funeral services are held 
in 
a 


church, they frequently disturb the 
regular service of that church; ceme 
eries are most often visited on Sun 
days and a funeral serves to excite 
morbid curiosity and causes visitors 
n the burying ground to trample 
upon graves and to "disregard the de- 
;orum that should attend such occa- 
ions;" the Sunday funeral is in viola* 
ion of the decalogue which says: 
'Remember the Sabbath day to keep 
t holy," because it necessitates work 
n the part of the cemetery employes. 
Muncie ministers are heartily in fa- 


vor of the plan and it is believed the 


will -be, also.

Berlin.—The latest thing in the line 


of diseases Is soul blindness, the name 
having been devised by Prof. Schuster, 
of Berlin. It appears that the profes- 
sor lately had a patient under his care 
suffering from a lack of mental asso- 
ciation. 


The man was educated and spoke 


coherently, but could not read; the 
printed characters conveyed no mean- 
ng to his m'ind. His senses all appear- 
ed normal, and there was no Indica- 
tion of physical disease. 


He could recognize and name all the 


objects around him; but printed words, 
or sketches of the simplest objects, he 
was utterly unable to name; in fact, 
to quote the words of the professor, 
"He could not tell a boat from a tree 
or a house." 


The taeory advanced by Prof. Schu- 


ster to account for this peculiar condi- 
tion is, that the connection between 
the eyes and that particular portion of 
the brain concerned in the association 
of ideas has been severed In some man- 
ner, and until that connection is re- 
stored, the condition will 
continue. 


From what he has seen of the pa- 
tient, he considers it extremely doubt- 
ful whether this Important junction- 
will ever be effected.

Ing it in an electrici furnace, allowing 
It to take up as much carbon as It can 
—In other words, saturate itself with 
carbon. 
The crucible containing the 


white hot metal should then be plunged 
Into a bath of molten lead. The result 
will be that globules of iron will rise 
to the surface of- the lead and are 
quickly cooled on the outer surface 
Inside the hard crust the iron re- 
mains for some time in a molten con- 
dition, and. as iron expands in solidi- 
fying, the contents of these little glo- 
bules receive a pressure unattainable 
by any other means. When the lead 
becomes solidified some bullets of iron 
will be found bound up in the masa 
Dissolve with some powerful acid first 
the lead and then the iron, and a resi- 
due of carbonaceous matter will be 
found to contain tiny crystal*—real 
diamonds. Any chemist with a well 
equipped laboratory can make dia- 
monds in this way, but the largest of 
them will not be more than a fiftieth 
of an Inch in diameter.

CUT SOLDIERS' BURIAL CASH 


Bodies of Men Killed in United States 


Will Not Be Sent Home at Gov- 


ernment Expense. 


Washington.—The body of a soldier 


killed in active service cannot be sent 
home to his relatives at government 
expense for burial if be diea in the 
United States. Moreover, the body 
must be placed in the coffin issued by 
the quartermaster general's depart- 
ment. This was the decision of the 
comptroller of tae treasury la the case 
of Private Albert Laste, Twenty-ninth 
battery field artillery, who was killed 
at Fort Riley, Kan., last October. 


His commanding officer wished to 


send his body to his relatives for burial 
and desiring a better'coffin than was 
Supplied by the quartermster's depart- 
ment, which was only allowed to spend 
$36 for that purpose, he offered to sup- 
ply the necessary additional fond*. 


Scarcity of American Ships.

In this time there were 2.844 steamships 
under foreign flags entered at the cus- 
tomhouse, of which 1.355 were Brit 
Ish aad 521 German.

VIOLATIONS 0V ACT IN OKLA. 


HO1CA ABB FEWEB. 


.Great Improvement In Territory in 


Enforcement of the Law—

Move Agairist Fever „

Outbrle, Okla.—That the live stock 


Quarantine laws of Oklahoma and the 
federal government are being respect- 
ed In thia territory is shown by the 
fact that there were fewer violations 
during the last year than at any time 
since the establishment of a live stock 
commission here, eight years ago. In 
13 cases the defendants 
paid 
fines 


amounting to $2,000, and several cases 
are still pending. While in Coman- 
che country some trouble has recently 
been experienced, the firm attitude 
taken by the territorial authorities has 
convinced the cattlemen there 
that 


the law must be obeyed. These facts 
are shown in the annual report. Just 
completed by Thomas Morris, secre- 
tary of the Oklahoma live stock sani- 
tary commission. 


He reports great Improvement In 


the territory both in the stamping out 
of infection and 
In the sentiment of 


the people generally and their willing- 
ness to assist in the enforcement of 
the law. 
Speaking of the reluctance 


of the people in some localities to fur- 
nish Information regarding violations 
of quarantine laws, Mr. Morris in his 
report says: 


"If a man steals a $15 pony, the 


whole community will follow him to 
Arkansas and then want to hang him 
if he is caught. 
But a man will 


drive a bunch of ticky cattle across a 
quarantine line, spread the 
fever 


through a whole township and de- 
stroy several thousand dollars' worth 
of cattle, yet no one will give informa- 
tion to an inspector or other officer 
of the law because they do not want 
to interfere with anybody's business 
or incur the ill will of a neighbor.' 


Mr. Morris suggests that as a rem- 


edy for this condition of affairs a plan 
should be started for educating the 
rattle owners, both as to the nature 
of the fever 
tick and the absolute 


necessity tor its 
prevention where 


possible. 
He suggests that the mat- 


ter be taken up at farmers' institutes, 
and also by the Farmers' Cooperative 
union, which Is very strong in many 
sections of this territory. - 


Plains are being made by the com- 


mission for an organized effort this 
yeai^in cooperation with the federal 
authorities to stamp out the 
fever 


tick in Oklahoma. The plan will in- 
clude* a farm-to-farm canvass by town- 
ships in the infected area. 
One In- 


spector with a good horse can can- 
vass a township in a week or ten 
days. 
In this way it will be possible 


to quarantine all infected herds. 
• Secretary Morris states that great 
benefit has been derived from the ac- 
tion of the last legislature in provid- 
ing for the employment of several ter- 
ritorial inspectors. He deprecates the 
fact, however, that the $10,000 appro- 
priation only enables them to work 
about nine months in the year, when 
they could be busy the year around 
An appropriation of $12,000 
would 


have been sufficient to provide for this, 
he says. 


The examination of cattle In Roger 


Mills and Washlta counties was the 
first work taken up last year. 
As a 


result of the work of the previous year 
it was found that the board could 
safely recommend the removal of re- 
strictions which required the inspec- 
tion of cattle from that district. 
The 


bureau of animal Industry accepted 
the recommendation and Issued regu- 
lations permitting the free movement 
of cattle from those counties. 
Alter 


a range Inspection of Caddo county 
north of the Rock Island 
railroad 


and Klowa county north of the line 
between townships four and five It 
was recommended that this territory 
be placed In the restricted district, 
which was also accepted 
by 
the 


bureau. 


Anarchists Swarming Here. 


According to official information re- 


ceived in Washington, Italian anar- 
chists are arriving 
in the United 


States in great numbers at both Pa- 
cific and Atlantic seaports. The dip- 
ilomatic representatives of the Italian 
government have positive information 
to this effect, and have brought the 
matter to the attention of the United 
.States. Baltimore, it is stated, is rap- 
lidly becoming an anarchistic center. 
The Italian consuls are engaged in as- 
sisting the immigration officials with 
a view to locating these men and ar- 
resting them.

MARVELOUS FIND OF GOLD. 
Bock So Blch in Ore That It la 


Guarded Day and Night 


by Sentries. 


Manhattan, Nov.—Gold bearing rock, 


ao rich that It is guarded day and night 
by two sentries and is mined under the 
watchful eye of the owners, has been 
opened up at the 86-foot level in the 
main working shaft of the Jumping 
Jack claim. 


Six Inches of this marvelous find Is so 


rich that no assay has been made, as it 
is more than half gold. From eight 
o'clock at night, when a row of shots 
revealed the richest of the many sensa- 
tional discoveries of the new camp, un- 
til ten o'clock the next morning $10,000 
worth of ore was sacked. 


When the miners below hoisted sam- 


ples of a six inch vein which was un- 
covered as it dipped into the shaft, the 
superintendent immediately ordered the 
men to the surface and suspended oper- 
ations until the superintendent of the 
Jumping Jack could be notified. Upon 
his arrival two trusted men were put to 
work sloping out the ore and two others 
guarding the entrance to the workings. 


The news fairly electrified the camp, 


despite the fact that sensational finds 
are becoming everyday occurrences. 
Several samples were exhibited by offi- 
cers of the company, who were besieged 
by a crowd which gathered soon after the 
news of the strike became public prop- 
erty. These samples for size and rich- 
ness surpass anything that the ground 
at Manhattan has yielded up to- date, 
and will rank among the largest speci- 
mens of gold ever mined in this coun- 
try. One specimen weighing 23 ounces, 
six Inches long, representing the width 
of the vein, is almost solid gold. The 
many seasoned miners and mining ex- 
perts who examined this specimen to- 
day unite in saying that it is the hand- 
somest and consequently the richest 
deposit from the mother lode they have 
ever seen. It is streaked with a fine 
grained marble-like quartz, which hugs 
close to the crevices of its irregular out- 
lines. The entire specimen is a.bright 
yellow mass, except where it is relieved 
by the impregnated quartz. One side is 
worn smooth, as if by the force of a slide 
in the contact, and the other side is 
molded just in the shape it was deposited 
by the molten mass.

Rene Temple de Rougemont, former- 
ly Miss Edith Devereux Clapp, of New 
York city, has established an Ameri- 
can laundry at Memillion, her hus- 
band's country place in the depart- 
ment of the Eure et Loire. 


Though the enterprise was begun 


solely to do away with the necessity 
of sending linen to London to 
be 


laundered, the French work 
being 


wholly unsatisfactory, it has become a 
paying Investment In the first week, 
for all the friends of the count 
and 


countess are glad to patronize it' and 
pay good prices for what they call 
"peerless" results. 


All the machinery in the laundry 


came from America, and all the laun- 
dresses are American girls, who, be- 
cause the Innovation has proved such 
a success, are receiving* much higher 
wages than was promised to them by 
the Countess de Rougemont. 


Paris men of fashion who for years 


have been sending their linen to Lon- 
don to have it laundered are making 
personal appeals to the count to have 
their work done at Memillion, but he 
refers them all to the American girl 
whom the countess has put in charge 
as manager of the laundry. 


It is a curious fact that while the

The 
unexpected reappearance of these men 
is causing all sorts of strange family 
complications, as many wives, under 
the Impression that they were wid- 
ows, have remarried.

husband, 'he took the matter to the 
village priest for 
settlement.

first husband offered to acquiesce to 
the new conjugal arrangement if he 
received $25, but the second husband 
was unable to pay the money, and it 
was finally arranged that the wife 
should return to her first husband.

was considered legal, and as official 
documents were at hand to prove the 
apparent death of the living husband, 
it was decided that the child born 
While the first husband was 
away 


must legally be registered as belong- 
ing to the second husband, and that 
it must be cared for by him.

London.—Remarkable testimony to 


the growth of physical degeneracy in 
the nation is contained in the annual 
report of the director of recruiting and 
organization. 
, 


In a table furnished by the army 


medical department it is shown that 
the percentage of ordinary recruits 
who are rejected on medical grounds 
is progressing upward at 
alarming 


speed, and has risen from 29.04 In 
1901 to 37.21 in 1905. The following 
figures speak for themselves:

Number rejected 
22.286 24,658 24,798 
Percentage of rejections . 29 04 84.39 
87 71 
Defective teeth are stated to be ma- 


terially responsible for the increase. 
While in 1891 the ratio per 1,000 of 
men rejected on this account 
was 


10.88, the ratio in 1904 amounted to 
no less than 70.61. 
, Some time ago the army council de- 
cided that recruits who were only 
ineligible for enlistment owing to de- 
fective teeth might be accepted if they 
paid $15 to be supplied with artificial 
teeth and undertook to keep them in 
order at their own expense. 


A considerable number of recruits, 


the report states, enlisted under these 
conditions, but the experiment has not 
proved a success, and has, it is an- 
nounced, been discontinued. 


Recruiting showed a marked fall- 


ing off last year, both as regards the 
regular army and the militia. The 
number who Joined the regular army 
was 35,963, and the militia, 29,941, de- 
creases of 6,679 and 5,323, respectively, 
compared with the previous year. 


A new departure in recruiting has 


been made during the year by the ap- 
pointment of eight retired officers as 
recruiting officers 
in 
large 
towns 


where it was considered that the popu- 
lation was such that good recruiting 
results might be expected. 


The number of men who returned 


to civil life from the colors last year 
was 31,321, of whom'25,362 were pro- 
vided with employment. 
Eight 
of 


these were found posts as clerks in 
the war office. 


It ia pointed out in the report that 


pay in the army has been so largely 
increased of recent years that there 
is no doubt that it compares favor- 
ably with that of the unskilled labor- 
er in civil life. 


The government's decision to main- 


tain a large number of troops 
in 


South Africa has determined the war 
department to increase, the 
Instruc- 


tional gymnastic staff of the army in 
order to keep the system of physical 
training at its present high level. 


One officer and four sergeant majors 


are to be sent to South Africa at an 
early date to cafry on the work of 
gymnastic instruction there, and fur- 
ther instructors will be appointed to 
schools and districts at home. 


REMARKABLE LONGEVITY. 


Negro Woman in Chicago Lives to Ba 


Almost a Century and a 


Quarter Old. 


Chicago.—At the extraordinary age 


of 123 years, Mrs. Philo Rogers, a ne- 
gro woman, died the other day at her 
home, 6223 Ada street, in this city. 


Mrs. Rogers was born in Missouri 


and reared a large family long before 
the first mutterlngs of the antialavery 
sentiment 
agitated 
New 
England. 


She was a grandmother when the Mis- 
souri compromise was an issue of the 
hour and had reached her three score 
years and ten when the emanlcipatlon 
proclamation liberated her from band- 
age.Little of her early history is known, 
as all whom she had known in her or- 
dinary lifetime long ago fc-»ve been 
forgotten. She came to Chicago some 
years ago and was in good health un- 
til a short time ago. Then the weak- 
nesses of her advanced age took eft 
feet and she failed steadily until her 
death.

for millionaires as for the poor to live 
on brown bread and other Inexpensive 
and nutritious food," said Prof. Har- 
vey W. Wiley, the government chem 
1st and food expert, when requested 
to discuss this subject in connection 
with the fact that J. Plerpont Mor- 
gan, Lord Mllner and 
Alfred 
Belt 


dined on brown bread, fish and vege- 
tables in London. 
"It is not necessary from a flnan 


clal standpoint, but'because such aim 
pie fare is good for the man and will 
make him healthy. 
All these foods 


are nutritious and furnish the body 
with the fuel necessary to prolong 
life and promote health. 


"Beef, graham bread and potatoes 


furnish a diet good for the million- 
aire and the pauper. This is a com- 
paratively cheap and well-balanced 
ration, containing all the elements of 
nutrition necessary to sustain life. 


"This diet does not recommend Itself 


because of its cheapness, but because 
it is wholesome. It is especially good 
for persons who, by reason of having 
eaten too great a variety of foods and 
drunk too much wine, fcave worn out 
their digestive apparatus. 


"It is necessary for such persons 


to return to a simple diet and it does 
not matter whether the person is J. 
P. Morgan or a beggar, the food I 
have recommended will put him in 
good physical condition. 
It is 
the 


simple food that was intended by na- 
ture that man should eat. 


"Of course, fish could be substituted 


for beef, as has been done in Mr. Mor- 
gan's case, but in my Judgment beef 
is better. Fish is not so palatable as 
beef, and while it contains a great 
deal of nutrition, it is not so good 
for a weak stomach, and beef is bet- 
ter because It keeps away hunger 
longer than will fish." 


LIONS AND WOLVES ANN'OY 
Cattle and Sheep Destroyed in Okla- 


homa by Animals from Game 


, 
Preserve. 


Washington.—The Wichita reserve 


in Oklahoma, which President Roose- 
velt set apart as a refuge for game, is 
overrun with wolves and mountain 
lions, and many complaints have been 
received from 
cattle 
and sheep 
raisers. 


John Goff, the hunter who acted as 


the president's guide on his hunting 
trip of a year ago, even with his skill, 
has not been able to exterminate the 
lions, and cattlemen and sheep raisers 
are hoping that the president 
will 


make another trip to that section and 
that he will bring with him all his 
friends capable of handling a rifle. 


Practically similar conditions exist/ 


in the Gila reservation in New Mexi- 
co. 


Stockmen complain that because of 


the establishment of these reserves 
where wolves and mountain lions 
take refuge and cannot be hunted, 
they have Increased to such an extent 
as seriously to threaten their business. 
Before the 
establishment of game 


refuges, stockmen by offering boun- 
ties for the scalps of wolves and 
mountain lions managed to keep them 
down. 


Stockmeu say that unless the gov- 


ernment takes some action 
looking 


toward the 
extermination of these 


beasts it will not be possible for them 
to continue grazing their herds In or 
near the reserves. 


CARVED THE NAME OF POLK 
Inscription on Beech Tree in Indiana 


Made Nearly Sixty Years 


Ago. 


Franklin, Ind.—On the 
farm 'of 


Martin Sellers, near this city, stands a 
small beech grove, in which is a state- 
ly monarch, in the bark of which is 
Imbedded the inscription, "James K. 
Polk, 1848." The Inscription is still 
plainly legible, and bears the 
ear- 


marks of enthusiasm on the part of 
some young and embryonic states- 
man, nearly 60 years ago. The pres- 
ent state of the letters is indicative 
that the person 
carved 
entirely 


through the bark, as the edges of 
each one show that they were cut too 
deep to be overgrown. 
The date 


would imply that the person carving 
the letters was desirous of seeing 
Polk renominated in the fall of 1848, 
but if this surmise be correct, he was 
disappointed. The inscription prob- 
ably is of 58 years' standing. 


Disease May Kill the Bace. 


Dr. Seale Harris, professor of medi- 


cine in the University of Alabama, at 
Mobile, talked to the president to- 
day about the ravages of consumption 
among the negroes of the south. He 
expressed fear—and he added that his 
opinion was concurred in by the med- 
ical fraternity generally in the south 
—that the negro raqe was likely to 
become extinct in this country through 
the ravages of disease, especially con- 
sumption. Statistics showed, he de- 
clared, that the death rate among the 
members of the negro race in Ameri- 
ca was greater than the birth rate. 


Longest Route Cheapest. 


Rather than pay high railroad rates 


on a shipment of 3,000 ton* of scrap 
Iron, the consigners in San Francisco 
forwarded It to Philadelphia by water 
and the cargo arrived a few days ago 
after a 14,000-mile trip around the 
Horn. The ship left San Francisco on 
November 24, 1905, and weathered gale 
after gale on her long run from the 
Pacific to the, Atlantic. It is probably 
the first cargo* of the kind ever shipped 
from the Pacific coast to Philadelphia. 


TOURISTS WARNED. 


SHIPMENT OF ANTIQUES FBOM 


ITALY AGAINST THE LAW. 


Heavy Penalty Imposed for Expor- 


tation of Articles of This Class 


Vnder Any Misrepre- 


' 
*entation. 


Washington.—The following report 


from Consul Caughy, of Messina, re- 
garding regulations of the Italian cus- 
tom house has special interest to tour- 
ists in that country: 
/ 
"According to the regulations now in 


force, all goods coming from Taormlna, 
in Sicily, for shipment as freight to any 
foreign port, upon the arrival at the 
Italian custom house in Messina must 
be sent at the shipper's expense to the 
museum either at Palermo or Syracuse 
for examination by experts, to discover 
if the cases contain any antiques. The 
declaration that they do not contain 
such articles bears no weight whatso- 
ever. If an antique Is found which 
comes under the law which forbids its 
exportation it is seized. If it is of a 
class that can be exported, by payment 
of an export duty, it is released when 
that requirement is complied with. If, 
however, this article be found in a pack- 
age which was entered for exportation 
upon a declaration stating that nothing 
antique was contained therein, the ship- 
per is subject to a fine which may be as 
much as $164. 


"I* have now on my hands a case in 


point, that of an American artist who 
had lived at Taormina, who, upon hla 
departure, packed all his belongings 
and sent them to Messina for shipment 
to New York. He declared the contents 
as household effects. When examined 
there were found numerous antiques of 
Italian origin, but of little value, and 
which were not all purchased in Italy. 
The authorities decided that they could 
be exported upon payment of the duty, 
but that he must pay the fine for false 
declaration. 
'"For this reason it would be well If 


Americans contemplating visiting Taor- 
mina be Warned of the existing condi- 
tions. The antiquarian who sells a piece 
of old furniture will naturally not find 
it to his interest to Inform his customer 
of the regulation; therefore I would 
suggest that the only safe method for the 
purchaser to pursue would be to stip- 
ulate that payment is only to be made 
when the bills of lading of the steamer 
upon which his goods are embarked are 
placed in his hands. Last season this 
office received numerous complaints 
from purchasers who, only too late, dis- 
covered that even after they had paid 
for their goods they could not export 
them. 


"The conditions at present are such 


that a person not conversant with the 
law may purchase a 'genuine antique 
from a dealer, only to discover that the 
exportation of his purchase is actually 
prohibited and his only recourse is to 
make a legal claim against the seller, 
which Is a most expensive proceeding." 


NO FUNERALS ON SUNDAY. 


Cemetery in Muncie, Ind., Will Bar 


Burials on Holy Days and 


Holidays. 


Muncie, Ind.—Heeding a popular 


cry against Sunday funerals, the trus- 
tees of Beach Grove cemetery, in Mun- 
cie, have Issued an order forbidding 
any burial in that cemetery on any 
Sunday, on January 1, May 30 or 
December 25, of any year except in 
cases of great necessity or contagious 
diseases. This order is not to take 
effect, however, until the first day 
of next year. After that time, there- 
fore, if there be Sunday funerals In 
Muncie, the burials must be made in 
some country cemetery or in some 
other town. 


The cemetery trustees give the fol- 


lowing as their reasons for this ac- 
tion: 
The Sunday funeral disturbs 


the quiet of the Lord's day, as it is 
frequently attended by.bands of mu- 
sic and by hundreds of curiosity seek- 
ers, and is "often accompanied by an 
evident desire for display on the part 
of the supposed or real mourners;" 
if funeral services are held 
in 
a 


church, they frequently disturb the 
regular service of that church; ceme- 
teries are most often visited on Sun- 
days and a funeral serves to excite 
morbid curiosity and causes visitors 
in the burying ground to 
trample 


upon graves and to "disregard the de- 
corum that should attend such occa- 
sions;" the Sunday funeral la in viola- 
tion of the decalogue which says: 
'Remember the Sabbath day to keep 
it holy," because it necessitates work 
on the part of the cemetery employes. 


Muncie ministers are heartily in fa- 


vor of the plan and it is believed the 
public will -be, also. 


Paper Goes Around the World. 


Two or three months ago a Guthrle 


woman mailed a copy of a Quthrie 
paper to a friend at Ladoga, Ind. At 
least that was where she intended to 
send it, but in writing the address 
she left' oft the two last letters, of the 
state, making it "India." So across 
the ocean it traveled. The Indian pos- 
tal officials could find no town there 
by the name of Ladoga, and sent it 
back to this country. 
After months 


of traveling It finally turned up In the 
Indiana town, aftef 
having visited 


Bombay and a number of other Indian 
cities.

ARTILLERY 18 INADEQUATE. 
Secretary of War Taft Says Only SB 


Per Cent, of Coast Defenses 
' ' 


Are Effective. 


Washington.—Some surprising fact* 


regarding the Inadequacy of the coast 
artillery force were brought .out 
in> 


the recent examination of Secretary 
Taft by the senate committee on mill, 
tary affairs. The secretary presented 
data showing that the present author- 
ized force of coast artillery Is suf- 
ficient to provide one relief for only 
34 per cent, of the tuns, mines, range 
finders, etc., now actually Installed or 
authorized for the coast defenses of 
the United States. , 


This la exclusive of reserves, sup- 


ports, etc., and is based upon the 
actual number of officers and men re- 
quired if the entire force of coast sr-' 
tillery could be mustered in line and 
each man marched to his position. 


It was also shown that there Is an. 


average shortage of more than 30 per 
cent, in the coast artillery companies, 
and that less than 25 per cent, of the 
defenses can be actually manned by 
troops now in service. In case of a 
sudden outbreak of war 75 per cent, 
of the coast defenses would have to re- 
main idle until such time as volun- 
teers or raw recruits would be trained 
to handle the high power guns, mines 
and position finding system. 


To obviate these conditions, Repre- 


sentative Hull, of Iowa, has presented 
a bill In congress which carriea 
in- 


creased pay for certain grades In the 
coast artillery that require technical 
skill. 


SINGULAR NEW DISEASE. 


Man Afflicted with "Soul Blindness" 


Cannot Bead or Becognlze

Berlin.—The latest thing in the line 


of diseases Is soul blindness, the name 
having been devised by Prof. Schuster, 
of Berlin. It appears that the profes- 
sor lately had a patient under his care 
suffering from a lack of mental asso- 
ciation. 


The man was educated and spoke 


coherently, but could not read; the 
printed characters conveyed no mean- 
Ing to his mind. His senses all appear- 
ed normal, and there was no Indica- 
tion of physical disease. 


He could recognize and name all the 


objects around htm; but printed words, 
or sketches of the simplest objects, he 
was utterly unable to name; in fact, 
to quote the words of the professor. 
"He could not tell a boat from a tree 
or a house." 


The taeory advanced by Prof. Schu- 


ster to account for this peculiar condi- 
tion is, that the connection between 
the eyes and that particular portion of 
the brain concerned In the association 
of ideas has been severed In some man- 
ner, and until that connection Is re- 
stored, the condition will 
continue. 


From what he has seen of the pa- 
tient, he considers it extremely doubt- 
ful whether this Important Junction- 
will ever be effected.
